THE UNIVERSAL MONEY.

The Royal British Commission on inter- |

pational Colnnge,
Prom the N, Y. Evening Post, .

In February lust the Governmoent of Grest
Briinin Il['i1l;;|.l-'t| g commlssion of [ourleen
lendivg financlers, under the presidency of Vis-
count Halllux, 1o examine and report upoun the
recommendations made by the
Monetary Confeccuce ol 18673 aud, in partl-
culur, to inguire “whether it would be desir-
able to make any, and what, changes in the
colnage of the United Ringdom, iu order to
establigh, elither wholly or partially, such con-
formoity s8 e coufvronce Lad in contempla-
tion.”

It will be remembered that the conference
recommended a single Jegul standard ol value
au all navions, Lo cousist ot gold coln, contataing
ninestenths pure gold; that all goid colns should
be of the value of dve Iranes, or & multiple of
five Iranes; and thal u gold coin of twenty-five
fruncs should, in such countrics a8 might pre.
fer it 1o the uapoleon or louis ot twenty franes,
be received everywhere 65 an international coln,

The Royal British Commission included seve-
rul members of ME Disracll’s ministry, the
overnor of the Bunk of England, the Master of
the Mint, Mr, Alry, the famous mathematician
and astronomer, Baron Roth=clild, Mr, Thomns
Baring, and others, the most compelent men in
Bugland for the work., Ench ol lhese gentle-
men s addressed, suder the privy seal and with
the Home Seeretury’s signsture, thus:—**Vietp-
vin, by the Graceol God, of the Unlted Kingdom
ol Great Dritiin and lrelaud, Queen, Delender
of tne Faith, to our vight trosty snd well-beloved
Cousin and Councillor, Clharles Viscount Hall-
fax,” ete.; but of course, though all the mem-
bers of the commission are *‘(rasty and well
beloved." none not noble I8 “our cousin.” The
commission met in March last, and continued Lthe
inquirylat iotervals of four months, devotivg to
the subject more care and study than it ever
before received, They called to their assistance
everybody in England whose special knowledge
seemed likely to help them; among them the
well-konown nputhors, Professor Licone Levi, Mr,
Walter Bagsliot, Sir John Bowrlng, aud mauny ol
the leading baukers, hullion dealers aud traders
of the kingdom. The result i& the huge folio
volume now before us of thiree bundred aod
seventy-two pages, coulninlng a complete
thesanurus of information on every question even
remotely connected with inflernntional coinage,
This hins just been presented to Parhament, and
coniain: 80 many and =0 conficting views, that
it is likely to take tunt body a good deal longer
thon the present session to make any legisiation
on the subject, if it does not take new cowm-
misstoners and more blue-hooks to seltle it
_ I'he report ol the commission itself, however,
is buta very small pait of the book, which cou-
sists chiefly of the evidence and opinions of
experts and others, tnken by the commission,
and of the documoentary information they have
collected, The latter ficludes the complete
record of the Paris Monetary Conference, with
the preliminary correspondence which led to it,
and the official proceedings which followed it,
Iull accounts of the mint regulations uwnd ecoln-
ace of all untions; und a collection of statistics
illustrating the whole subject, Among these
documenta ave the full report of the Director of
the Unlted States Mint for last yedr: the varlous
cowmage bills now pending before Congress, with
the reports made last summer by the Pinance
Committee upon thew, aud other American
pupers ol Ietercsl; among them the striking
suggestions of Mr, George F, Dupning, Diccotor
of the New York Assuy Ofiice, for giving the
size and weight of the new gold coius o simple
relution to the units of the meétrical welsiits
and measures, 88 well 83 to the welght of the
common Troy gralu.

But it is fn the evidence originally gathered
by the Uommission itsélf, aud not belore pub-
lished, that the pecoline value of this report
consists,  Pertaps no one's testimony bud more
influence than that of Protessor Leone Loevl,
who g the principles of commerce ur
Eing's College, and has written o valuable work
on tnxation. He showed in the strongest light
the great and growing importance of o uniform
LuIrency awong ull ‘:‘"“"“"? #od wus uble to
prove, oy thé examples o0 several natloos i
Europe, that & radicnl change o the coinnge, or
even in thegeneral system of weights and men
sures, 13 not siuch an alarwing revolution as
the gonservative British mind generally sug

L0, 000 Inhabita and thut it has been mundoe
spermigsive’ among 40,000,000 more, All this
hns been acoomplished vasily, aud with o choeer-
ful and Iptelligent acquiescence on the part of
the people. Purther, tne international trade of
clvilized conntries has mereased one handred
and slxty-seven per cenl, within twenty yoirs,
aud now amounts to $7,000,000,000 a year, all of
whieh 1s encumbered, taxed, smd delayed &0
fur as the standard money of sae different un-
tions di 1o short, the ultimate adoption of
a universal colnage 1s inevitable; the real ques-
tion Is, what shill )t he?

On this poiny, Professor Levl strongly insists
on abandoning all thought of reduciug the
English sovercign to the value of lwenly-tive
franes, as the Paris Conference suggested. The
suggestion was made, Ib seems, slmply as an
nceommodation o Englend; and because of the
aceldent that the sovercign or pound ls now
worth almost exactly twenty-five Iranes; exe
ceediog that sum by only swenty French cen-
times, or four cents,. Butif 1twere made exnotly
twenty-five francs, it would stil not be the
internationsl unit of coluage, The continental
pold cirenlation consists of pieces ol twenty nod
ten frunce: nccounts are kept in francs aud hun-
dredthe, and if English comms and accounts tuke
f plece of twenty-tive fruncs with its multiplies
and purts, as the unit, there ia slill a4 culoola-
tion pecessary, snd ball of the old confusion
remaing. §

For there and many similar rensons Professor
Levl urges tuwe adoption by all nations of ten
frapoe a8 the monetary unit, snud would have
Great Britnin =et the example, But on this poiut
Lt views did pot impress the Commissioners so
strovely ns on the rejection of the new twenty-
five frane soverelgn.  This they ngreed to unani-
mously; reportiug that, afier full consideration
“wa o vot recommend that this country should
merely ddopt o gold coln of the value of twenty-
five frknos, to be substitated for the soverelgn.,”
But while dlscountensncing Lhis plan, the Com-
mission does not propose sny definite substitute,
Its aim has been rather to collect information
and prepare the way for a more iutelligent
diecusslon, and the report concludes with sug-

‘The un't of account is, in my mind,
the primary matier, and everythiog else is
secondary to it,"

The Blae Book hefore us containg very fall
intormation on 1 pregent state of colusee
everywhbere; on the lwportasce ofa single stund-
urd, pud that of gold, for money values; on the
advartiages of a uniorm proportion of slioy in
coin, which all ngree ought to be ruther one-
tenth, ne in France ard the United States, than
onetwellth as in Englund; on the propricty of
cherging mintage or a seignorage for colning
the precious metalss and on the measures neces-
sury to secure uniform values, and to obtain
protection aguinst fraud, If au International
colonge be adopted.
